Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present,  for  your  information  and  consideration, 
the  Annual  Report  or  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District  of  We s  fcheughton,  for  the  year,  1965. 

STATISTICS 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  in  1965  was  17*420,  an 
increase  of  210  on  the  figure  ascertained  for  1964. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  y0.  births  were  registered,  of  which  4 
were  stillborn,  so  that  the  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review  is 
17.0  as  against  17-5  the  previous  year,  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  13-3  as 
against  9.9  in  1964. 

Two  infants  failed  to  survive  to  their  first  birthday,  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  6.7  for  the  year,  compared  with  four  deaths 
and  a  rate  of  13 *3  in  the  previous  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  maternal 
death.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  therefore,  remains  at  nil. 

The  number  of  deaths,  from  all  causes,  was  226,  giving  a  Crude 
Death  Rate  of  13.0  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  14. 0.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

During  the  year  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  district  have  been 
kept  under  close  supervision.  Over  four  thousand  visits  were  made  to  a 
wide  variety  of  premises  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  These  visits 
included  eight  hundred  and  thirty  two  inspections  at  food  premises.  Good 
progress  was  made  in  inspecting  offices  and  shops  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 •>  By  the  end  of  the 
year  62/1  of  registered  premises  had  received  a  general  inspection. 
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Following  clarification  on  the  revised  fuel  situation  for  smoke 
control  areas  and  the  availability  of  grant  for  a  Y/ide  range  of  modern 
fuel  appliances,  the  Council  decided  to  resume  their  smoke  control 
programme.  It  is  therefore  expected  that  the  Wes  thought  on  (No.  3) 

Smoke  Control  Order  relating  to  238  houses  at  Y/ingates  will  come  into 
operation  in  October,  1967  and  thus  will  be  followed  by  a  continuing 
programme  of  smoke  control. 

An  Offensive  Trades  premises  processing  animal  waste  received 
special  attention  during  the  year  'when  a  visit  was  made  by  the  District 
Inspector  of  Alkali  etc.  ’Works.  The  Inspector  confirmed  that  fume 
treatment  was  proceeding  on  the  rignt  lines  but  certain  modifications 
were  advisable,  while  the  Company  concerned  was  aiming  at  no  odour 
emission  it  was  felt  that,  from  the  nature  of  the  trade,  no  guarantee 
could  be  given  of  complete  freedom  from  odour  at  all  times. 

In  anticipation  of  a  reduction  in  the  working  week  for  refuse 
collection  employees  the  Council  accepted  a  recommendation  to  implement 
a  "bonus  scheme”.  The  aim  was  to  ensure  the  continuation  of  a 
satisfactory  service  and  maintain  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from 
all  domestic  property  in  the  district. 

While  good  progress  was  made  in  relation  to  several  aspects  of 
public  health  ?/ork  during  the  year  the  continued  uncertainty  arising 
from  towTn  development  proposals  has  led  to  difficulty  in  the  provision 
of  suitable  land  for  house  building.  Some  break  on  slum  clearance  has 
therefore  proved  inevitable.  Twenty  eight  houses  were  demolished  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  thirteen  families  were  rehoused. 

Sixteen  all  electric  one  bedroom  flats  were  completed  by  the  Council 
and  proved  a  popular  and  economical  form  of  housing.

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
Twenty  men  and  four  vehicles  are  employed  in  emptying  weekly  about 
6, 842  bins;  collecting  waste  paper  for  salvage  from  shops  and  also 
other  trade  refuse.  Three  of  the  refuse  vehicles  are  Fore  and  Aft 
Tippers  and  the  fourrh  vehicle  is  of  the  side  loading  type  used  for 
mi seel]  ane ou s  wo rk c 

Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  continues  at  the  Warcock  Hill  site 
and  two  men  are  permanently  employed  on  this  work.  It  is  anticipated 
that  when  tipping  commences  on  a  now  site,,  mechanical  equipment  for 
handling  the  refuse  will  be  used. 

A  total  of  239  dustbins  we re  issued  during  the  year  under  the 
dustbin  replacement  scheme,  which  becomes  a  charge  on  the  General  Rate 
Fund.  Bins  are  now  purchased  having  rubber  lids  as  an  anti-noise 
measure  and  appear  to  be  popular.  A  small  number  of  paper  sacks  are 
also  in  use.

Disinfestation 


During  the  year  infestations  of  insects  were  dealt  with  at  eleven 
premi  ses,  four  promises  sere  treated  against  cockroach  .infestation 
using  dieldrin  .powdoi  or  insecticidal  lacquer.  One  earwig  infestation 
one  bug  infestation  .and  info stair' ons  by  flies  and  crickets  also 
received  treatment.  ■ 

Precautionary  spraying  of  six  houses  was  carried  out  prior  to  re¬ 
housing  the  occupiers  under  the  Council's  Clearance  Programme. 
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Schools 


The  water  supply  to  the  schools  in  the  area  was  found  to  be 
constant  and  sufficient.  All  schools  now  have  modern,  type  water  closets 
and  twelve  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Regular 
cleansing  and  decoration  of  the  conveniences  is  carried  out. 

Inspections  of  school  meals  facilities  and  kitchens  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  advice  given  as  necessary.

Rodent  Control 


During  1965  bhe  work  of  rodent  control  continued,  the  Cleansing 
Foreman  carrying  out  treatment. 

All  rats  and  mice  infestations  are  promptly  dealt  with,  private 
dwellings  wit.  out  conditions  conducive  to  infestation,  being  treated 
free  of  charge.  Treatment  of  business  premises  is  charged  on  a  basis 
of  men’s  time  and  materials  used. 


Tv/o  hundred  and  seventeen  premises  were  inspected  and  six  hundred 
and  ninety  visits  made  to  property  either  for  the  purposes  of  survey 
or  for  dealing  with  infestations.  One  hundred  and  fifty-one  rat  • 
infestations  and  twenty- three  nice  infestations  were  found  and  treatment 
carried  out.  Forty  three  inspections  of  agricultural  properties  were 
undertaken  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  treatment  of  the  sevrers 
using  warfarin  poison  plus  a  bait  preservative,  was  carried  out  as 
usual.

Little  action  was  necessary  in  relation  to  moveable  dwellings.

Smoke  Control 


Two  Smoke  Control  Orders  are  in  operation  in  the  district  covering 
a  total  of  approximately  six  hundred  dwellings  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  of  land.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  gave 
consideration  to  the  new  fuel  position  in  smoke  control  areas  and  after 
assurances  from  fuel  manufacturers  and  distributive  organisations 
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Smoke  Control  (cont'd) 


decided  to  resume  their  programme  of  introducing  further  smoko  control 
areas.  A  wide  range  of  modern  and  economical  heating  appliances  will 
now  be  available  to  occupiers  in  future  areas  and  in  general  seven 
tenths  of  the  cost  will  be  covered  by  a  grant  from  the  Council.  In 
cases  of  proved  hardship  the  full  cost  of  firegrate  conversions,  may  be 
available  on  grant  subject  to  prior  approval.  The  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  G-overnment  have  indicated  that  they  expect  Councils  in 
"Black  Areas"  to  pursue  their  smoke  control  programmes  with  vigour. 

Seventy-seven  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were  carried, 
out  during  the  year.  Throe  factories  installed  modern  boiler  plant 
equipment  fully  complying  with  the  requirements  of  tho  Clean  Air  Act 
and  it  is  time  to  say  that  in  general  industry  is  complying  well  in 
Westhoughton  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  following  table  and  graph  show  the  amount  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  pollution,  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  measured 
at  the  Library  Street  site.  This  represents  the  atmospheric 
pollution  produced  within  a  half  mile  radius  of  Library  Street,  and 
as  in  previous  years,  is  highest  during  the  months  October  to  March 
when  domestic  fires  are  in  general  use. 

The  average  yearly  concentration  of  smoke  pollution  for  1965  was 
156  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  compared  with  193  Lor  ^ 9 6A;  217  Lor 
1963  and  230  for  1962.  This  reduction  fits  in  with  tho  downward  trend 
of  pollution  measured  at  sites  all  over  the  country.  A  similar 
reduction  in  sulphur  dioxide  is  also  recorded.  Whilst  this  reduction 
is  not  necessarily  the  result  of  the  local  smoke  control  areas,  it  is 
important  to  note  that  following  the  general  implementation  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  by  industry,  it  has  been  determined  that  three  quarters 
of  all  smoke  pollution  now  comes  from  domestic  chimneys  instead  of 
half  as  previously  determined.  The  need  to  vigorously  pursue  the 
dean  Air  programme,  is  therefore  essential,  to  effect  a  further 
reduction  in  smoke  pollution  from  domestic  sources.

139  defects  were  found,  under  the  Eood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960  and  182  defects  'wore  remedied  during  the  year.  Proceedings  were 
taken  in  relation  to  contraventions  at  a  butchers  shop  in  relation  to 
dirty  shop  floors, ‘a broken  washbasin  and  absence  of  nail  brush.  Pines 
totalling  £20  were  imposed.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  canteens 
and  other  catering  establishments  both  in  relation  to  premises  and 
education  of  food  handlers  in  the  correct  techniques  of  storing  and 
processing  food.

Eighty-seven  houses  included  on  the  Council's  present  five  year  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  (1961/1965)  remain  to  be  cleared.  53  of  these  houses 
are  already  subject  to  demolition  or  clearance  orders.  One  Clearance  Area 
including  a  total  of  twenty-four  houses  and  one  individual  house  were 
represented  to  the  Council  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Thirteen  families  were  rehoused  from  Slum  Clearance  property  during 
the  year. 

Forty-one  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  G-rants  to  provide 
the  five  standard  amenities  -  ie.  a  fixed  bath  or  shower;  a  wash-hand 
basin;  a  hot  water  supply;  a  water  closet  and  satisfactory  food  storage 
facilities,  were  approved.  Work  was  completed  at  seventeen  dwellings 
during  the  year  and  £1,910  of  grant  money  was  paid.  One  dwelling  was 
improved  under  Discretionary  G-rant  procedure.
